2. Claims 1-10 are now pending in this application. 

3. Newly submitted claims 8-10 directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
Claims are drawn to a method which was not submitted as originally filed to an invention 
that is patentably distinct from the originally submitted invention that was searched in 
the international PCT. The PCT search did not search and examine the present claims 
drawn to a method for determining the resolution but a process for the resolution of 
enantiomeric mixtures. The instant claims are drawn to a patentably distinct process 
which determines the degree of formation whereas the originally process claims are 
drawn to a resolution process. These are materially different processes. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the 
originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 8-10 have been 
withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 
1.142(b) and MPEP§ 821.03, 

4. The rejections as indicated In paragraph 4 have been withdrawn in 
view of the amendments to the claims. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliail contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention with respect to the change in reaction conditions 
with respect to the cancellation of the reaction conditions whereby the orthoesters is not 
employed as a reactive compound for the process for the resolution of enantiomeric 
mixture but is now claimed as "to determine the resolution of said enantiomeric mixture" 
which is patentably distinct from the originally claimed process. 

Applicant is l^indly requested to clearly denote the exact page and line numbers 
to support the new claimed language. Applicant has failed to provide support for the 
claimed limitation.
